AIDS Research Center (ADARC) attached hereto as Exhibit 2. 
Progenies and ADARC are the Assignees of record of an equal, 
undivided right, title and interest in both the subject 
application and U.S. Patent No 6,710,173. 

In accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1. 321(b), each Terminal Disclaimer 
submitted herewith is signed by an assignee of record. In 
addition, the Terminal Disclaimers submitted specify the portion 
of the term of the patent being disclaimed, state the present 
extent of the assignees' ownership interest in the patent to be 
granted, and is accompanied by the fee set forth in §1.
